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REMARKS 

The Office Action mailed on July 2, 2007 has been reviewed, along with the art 
cited. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7-9, 1 1-47 and 49-70 are pending in this application. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. £ 102 
Claims 36-47 were rejected under 35 USC § 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Nikolich (U.S. Patent No. 6,853,680). 

Independent claim 36 is as follows: 

36. (Original) A remote circuit comprising: 

a remote shelf enclosure having a plurality of remote unit slots, a protection 
remote unit slot, a protecting switching controller slot and a power supply module slot; 

a remote unit card having a remote unit removably coupled in each remote unit 

slot; 

a protection remote unit card having a protection remote unit removably coupled 
in the protection remote unit slot; 

a protection switching controller card having a protection switching controller 
removable coupled in the protecting switching controller slot; and 

a power supply module card having a power supply module removably coupled in 
the power supply module card slot. 

The Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection of claim 36 under section 120. 
The Nikolich reference does not teach every aspect of claim 36. For example, the 
Nikolich reference does not teach "a protection remote unit card having a protection 
remote unit removably coupled in the protection remote unit slot," as is claimed in Claim 
36 of the present application. The Nikolich reference relates to a method of routing data 
around faulty transmission connections with the use of another application module so that 
the data can be received at the designated application module. See column 5, line 65 
through column 6 line 10. This would not require a "protection remote unit" or 
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"protection remote unit slot," as is claimed in claim 36 of the present invention. Hence, 
the rejection of claim 36 under section 102 is improper. 

Therefore, the Applicant respectfully requests the withdrawal of the rejection of 
claim 36 under section 102. In addition, since dependant claims37-46 depend from and 
further define patentably distinct independent claim 36, the Applicant respectfully 
requests the withdrawal of there rejections. Since, the Applicant believes these 
dependant claims are allowable for at least the above reason, further response to all 
rejections have not been put forth in this response. The Applicant, however, retains the 
right to address said rejection if a further response is filed. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
Applicant acknowledges and thanks the Examiner for the indication that Claims 
1, 2, 4, 5, 7-9, 1 1-47 and 49-70 were allowed.
